PLANT NOTES FROM ILLINOIS

Several plant species of western I nited States have made their 
way into Illinois and have apparently become established, e.g., 
Froelichin gracilis (Hook.) Moep, ('allirhoe irivolucrata (T. A: 
O.) A. Gray, Sali'ia pitcheri Torr., Salvia rejle.ra Hornem. and 
sev(‘ral others. 'Plu' newest arrival is Phlox gr(tcilis (Ho(>k.) 
Gix'i'ne which aecordinji; to W illiam A. Weber is, ‘‘a common but 
inconsj)ieiioiis wee<ly annual of the mesas and foothills”. Such 
a habitat sounds strange when applied to plants collected in 
Illinois for this little weed was found in mid-May growing along 
the shoulder of a main highway west of Niantic in Macon County. 
It seems likelv to the writer that this small weedv annual mav

have grown in the area for some time and has been overlooked. 
It would be interesting to know how the i)lant actually arrived 
in the Illinois area. In these days of superhighways and trans¬ 
continental trav('l it is not surprising that seeds or even plants 
are ti’ans|)orted from one coi’iiei’ of the continent to anothei’. 
W hat may be more important is the ability of a sja-cies, even a 
w('(‘d. to adapt its(‘lf in this new locality. Continued observations 
of this weedy Phlox will be made during subseciuent growing

11, 1954, along R. R. tracks 
in full sun, perennial with several stems, R. T. Rexroat 1188. Sept. 
10, 1954, R. R. tracks in full sun, R. T. Rexroat 1189. Sept. 23, 1955, 
near Virginia, dry clay soil, R. T. Rexroat 2372, 2371, 2370. 
of the areas cited above hav(' beim destroyed but specimens transplanted 
to Re.xroat’s ganlen were in good condition in .July 1957. 

Salvia kkfle.xa Ilornem. Woodford Co.: Aug. 6, 19.57, 4 mi. S. of 
El I’aso in an old jiastured area, C. S. Winterringer 13818, 13819. The 
abundance of this adventive western .sige in this locality was surprising. 
It was the dominant species over apjiro.ximately an acre. 

Mentha alopecuroides Hull. Schuyler Co.: .July 25, 1956, N. of 
Browning, clay soil, spreads by stolons, R. T. Rexroat 3102, 3103. 
.Specimens transplanted to Rexroat’s garden in 1956 are now thriving. 

Mimulus geyeri Torr. Mason Co.: May 13, 1956, 5 mi. S. of 
Havana, growing in a spring-fed creek in an inch of water, forming a 
den.se mat, R. T. Rexroat 2612.
